But at last the Commitee

The total cash value of the property of 
the State, is not less than one thousand 
millions of dollars, though it stands on the 
Auditor’s rolls at something like three hun- 
dred millions, or about one-third of the 
true valuation. Consequently, the people 
seem to be burdened by a tax three-fold 
higher than is the fact. An Ulincisan who 
pays fifteen mills of State and county tax 
is looked upon as an oppreased being by an 
Ohioan, who only renders unto Omsar 
five mills, when the truth is, the former 
only pays fifteen mills on one quarter of 
his property, while the latter is taxed on 
all he is worth and really pays more than 
the other in proportion to his means. 
Many citizens are also deceived by the ap- 
parently excessive rates and deem them- 
selyes terribly oppressed when in truth 
their taxes are quite moderate. 

There is an additional reason why the 
Constitutional Convention should decive a 
uniform cash valuation as the basis of fu- 
ture taxation, to be found in the war taxes 
which for many years,must be levied on all 
the States. This year Illinois will be 
called on to contribute something over a 
million of dollars to help pay the interest 
onthe National debt contracted in quel- 
ling the suveholder's rebellion. And if 
the war be protracted Illinois quota of di- 
rect taxes, may be much more than a mil- 
lion a year. In view of this addition to 
our State taxes, the mode of assessment 
should be made as equal as possible, so that 
every citizen may have to contribute his 
due share in proportion to the amount of 
The more nearly this is 
done the less wil! the people complain, and 
the lighter will the load feel on the 
shoulders. Selfish as men are, yet after 
all they love equity. To accomplish this 
end, equal taxation, it will be necessary 
for the Convention to insert a clause in the 
Constitution providing for the election of 
a State Board of Equalization, consisting 
of, say, one member for cach Senatorial 
district, to meet at the capital as often as 
real estate is valued, which might be once 
in every five years. It would. be the duty 
of this board to fix the grand aggregate of 
the State, and equalize the returns of the 
various counties, and also t adjust the 
relative value of live stock, vehicles and 
other articles. A bas having been once 
established, there would be but little diffi. 
culty in the future. A general provision 
in the Constitution is all that will be neces- 
sary. The Legislature would provide the 
details and reduce the idea to practice.

| this instrument they filed off their irons, keep-

house and then forced thelr way through 
the dirt and rubbish, by means of the file, un.

The parties are quite young, but very intel - 
ligent and energetic, and are determined to 
once more shoulder the musket, this time in 
defence of freedom. They have rendered our 
forces at Cairo most excellent service by fur- 
nishipg Commodore Foote much valuable in- 
formation and drawiags of the defences at 
Columbus. 

They represent that Columbus is strongty 
fortified, and that the troops are still at work 
day and night in the intrenchments. They 
are in hourly expectations of an attack, and 
sleep at night—when they do sleep—upon 
their arms. The forces at Columbus number 
some 40,000 men, composed of all nationalities, 
apd mainly from Tennessee, Arkansas, Missi-- 
sippi and Louisiana. The Tennessee troops 
are well uniformed in “nigger cloth,’ 
and armed with improved muskets. The oth- 
er troops, however, are wretchedly armed with 
shot-guns, and poorly uniformed, many of 
them barefooted, but all seem hopefal, con- 
tented and confident of ultimate success. In 
the ranks are large numbers gef Union men, 
who have been impressed into the service, and 
will seize the first opportunity to escape. 


Columbus is defended by eighty pieces of |

The Second and Fourth Batteries of the 
First Wisconsin Artillery arrived last evening 
from Racine by the Chicago and Milwankee 
Raliroad, en route forfBaltimore and the Poto- 
mac. They left Camp Utiey, where they have 
been encamped since September lst, yester- 
day afternoon at i o'clock, and reached this 
city at 5o’clock. They immediately took up 
their line of merch for the depot of the Mich- 
gan Southern and Northern Indiana 
and after a hasty embarkation left for Toledo 
and the East at 7 o'clock. Owing to the late- 
ness Of the hour, and the necessity of dispatch, 
there were no demonstrations along the line 
of march between the two depots. The men 
were well uniformed and accoutred, but were 
without their batteries. These will arrive to- 
day with those of the First and Third Bat. 
terics who are expected to pass through this 
city this evening en route for Louisville. 

The Second Battery is composed entirely of 
Germans, under Capt. Herzberg; the Fourth, 
of Americans, under Capt. John F. Vallee. 
The latter was the officer in command—hav- 
ing been placed in that position by the U. 8. 
mustering officer, in place of Capt. Herzberg, 
who was entitled to the command by senior- 
ily of commission. The reason for this change 
of command was the fact that at the time of 
departure, Cept. Herzberg was too deeply in- 
toxicated to be competent for the post. Our 
authority for this is the statement of the ofli- 
cers themselves. It is to the credit of the 
Wisconsin volunteers themselves that we do 
do not remember a parallel instance, and we 
trust for the future welfare of the Seeond Bat- 
tery that no such disgraceful dispiays upon the 
part of superior officers’ will be hereafter ex- 
hibited.
